Accordine to the New York State census of 1RH5,
there were in the eity of New York 302,986 males
and 826,918 females, makine an excess of females
of 23932, Tothe city of Brooklyn there were
97.129 males and 108,121 females, making an’ ex-
' cess of females in that eity of 10,992, Making a
total excess of females in the cities of New York
and Brooklyn of 34,924, From the above offieial
statement it appears that the female portion of the
| popnlation is rapidly inereasing in the eity of New
York and vicinity. _TIn the State of New York at
| Taree there were, in 1855, 1,727

727.650 males and 1.-
73R8 502 females, making an exeess of females of
only 10,912, thus showing that the male population
largely execeds the females in the agricultural
counties.”

try. it is very evident that the canse of public mo-
rality requives that the reason should be correetly
ascertained, and steps taken to correct any evil re-
sulis ensuing from the disproportion.

' THE DIMINUTION OF RAIN.
The following remarks on the cause and conse-

'quences of the diminution of raiu in all countries
are by M. A. Dembinsky, professor of chemistry:

«Tt is demonstrated that during the last eight
years an increase of rising tracts of land has taken
place, and that the majority of rivers recede to
' much lower beds, losing a great amount of their

usual volume of water, and raise an abundance of

fossils and ‘weeds, which soon form layers for dry
‘land, and increase the solid matter of the globe.

The same effect is caused by the increase of popu-
| lation and the progress of science and arts, by the
| deeay or refuse of matter. Large forests are con-

sumed by the great demand forthe ereetion of
| habitations, ship building, domestic and agricul-
| tural employments, and industry, by which means
| the reflection of light must increase, aud thereby

a smaller amount of evaporatian or humidity must
| be caused, and in consequence a less amount of
| rain iz produced, so that the formation of land is
| favored. The phenomenon of the Nile in Kgypt
| not having overflowed during the last month of
| June, and the coast area of the Baltic having re-
| ceded for about a uarter of a mile, aud similar

|

" events visible in all rivers, substantiate the fact.
We come now to the question, what results and
consequences emanate from it? And as far as
human ealculation permits, we find already strik-

tion, the inerease of heat, and a great amount of
atmospheric electricity, producing verulent dis-
| eases, the prevalent afilietions of the respiratory
organs, the uncommon emigration of animals and

reflection of the sun, and several other indications
which would reguire volumes to deseribe. One
universal blessing, however, will en-ue, and that
will be the disappearance of the potato disease.
All bulbous plants, i for many years re-produced
by bulbs, and not by the cultivation of eeds, lose
a great deal of their saccharine and floury sub-
stance, and ineline to an unhealthy fermentation
of the juice in the plants, which, during the con-
tinuant rain, attract certain atmospheric animal-
cules, and which penétrate into the plants, to met-
amorphose, and thus produce an almost invisible
mageot, which, at its maturity, descends from the
stalk into the bulbs, and causes the potato disease.
If, during an interval of hot dry weather, the fer-
mentation referred to is prevented, the disease
will surely disappear. This result has been estab-
lished on the continent, where sandy soil is pre-
valent, prineipally in Mark Brandenburg, in Prus-
sia, where, by order of the Government, extensive
triale were instituted and produced the said effect.
Agricunlturalists ought to improve the cultivation
of potatocs by the sceds, and thoeir product in the
third season would confirm my assertion.

Monrars In Texas —Judge Buckley,ina
charge to the grand jury of the District Cow
(alveston, presented a most deplorable state of
morals in Texas.
